This time 
it Is Britan and the United States 
who are vlelng with each other in 
building the b ggest airliner.Britain’s 
Brabazon 1 will be a 285,000 pound 
monster with a wing spread or 250 
feet. Howard 'Hughes flying boat w II 
be assembled at the seaside near Los 
Angeles. It boasts wings 320 feet 
across with a aoo foot fuselage. This 
air giant will carry 60 tons of freight 
or 700 troops. The British superplune 
will carry only 120 passengers but is 
a regular a'r liner not a troop wmw 
WUke Ssbssim 1 will b« a beautiful 
steamltned plane having 8 engines 
capable of 3000 horse power each. As 
it gets ready for the long hop across 
the Atlant c it will take off with 
24,000 horse power tugging at the 
wings. 

United States has several planes 
as large or larger but none as effici¬ 
ent The Brabazon is expected to put 
Britain in a strong position in Inter¬ 
national Air Transport. Most of the 
American big shipB developed are 
war machines capable of fly ng lOOoo 
miles with a load of Atomic bombs. 
Isolation has passed into h 'story as 
a has been w th these monsters. 

How huge airliners will become re 
mins a future question. National 
competion will be keener, perhaps 
Britain and the United States are 
developing a “Queen Mary, Norman¬ 
die" complex 'in air liners The Bra¬ 
bazon even now boasts movies; U S. 
planes will probably come out with 
air transport offering dude ranch 
facil ties or a three bole golf course. 
Wlho knows but that competition 
will drive them to offering such s de 
lines as mountain climbing or tenn's 
by moonlight— as you cross the 
Atlantic.

Q .—Are ex-servicemen given a 
priority suit purchase certificate?

A.—All ex-servicemen receive 
priority suit certificates when they 
are discharged. After October 30,> 
1946. these certificates will not be 
issued. However, retailers and mer¬ 
chant tailors will be required to 
honor the certificates which have 
been issued until December 31. 1946.

Blood Donation Scheme Has Proved 
Valuable To British Hospital! 

In a review of Britain’s blood dona¬ 
tion scheme last year the British 
Ministry of Health states that about 
four thousand bottles of dried plas¬ 
ma were sent to Holland after ths 
liberation for the medical treatment 
of people suffering from the effect* 
of starvation. This was in addition 
to many thousands of bottles ol 
whole blood plasma sent to the Bri¬ 
tish fighting services and used is 
civilian hospitals in Britain, when 
transfusion is being used mors 
widely than ever before, especially 
for surgical and maternity cases. 

The total number of blood dona 
tions in England and Wales Iasi 
year was nearly 394,000. Before tht 
war. blood transfusion was the con¬ 
cern of a few voluntary associations 
and one or two local authorities. 
Now a service designed to meet ths 
, needs of wartime casualties has be¬ 
come an established and valuabls 
part of the general hospital services 
of Britain. — Fort William Times- 
l Journal.

Must Relieve The Present Shortage 
Across Canada 

TORONTO.—The Canadian Nurses 
Association at the closing session of 
its convention recommended that im¬ 
mediate steps be taken to train 
nurses aides to work in hospitals 
with a view to alleviation of the 
present acute shortage of nurses 
across Canada. 

The ^association urged that repre¬ 
sentative committees be formed for 
the purpose of studying the prob¬ 
lem. Included would be representa¬ 
tives of the nursing and medical 
professions, hospital administration 
and hospital associations, and pro¬ 
vincial government departments. 

The committees would make an 
analysis of the functions and re¬ 
sponsibilities of the professional 
nurse in order that her energies 
"may be directed to these duties, and 
that duties not requiring the services 
of a professional nurse be directed 
to other workers.” 

Eecause the educational require¬ 
ments for admission to schools of 
nursing in Canada vary in the differ¬ 
ent provinces, and the requirements 
of some schools do not meet uni¬ 
versity matriculation standards, the 
assembly urged that educational cre¬ 
dentials of applicants be appraised by 
an authoritative educational body.

Chemical Weed Control 

Within the last few years im¬ 
portant progress has been made in 
chemical weed control. Not only 
have several new chemicals been 
added to the list of effective herbi¬ 
cides, but remarkable advance^ 
have been made in the development 
•;f methods for their application. 
Herbicides for the control of 
ceds may be grouped into three 
■•lasses as follows: 
f Cuiitact Herbicides. These cliem- 
■als kill all vegetation and sterilize 
the soil for at least two years 
-Sodium chlorate, which is commonly 
ppliecl in the form of “Atlaeide ", 
is the best known example. This 
type of herbicide is invaluable for 
• i •• i.u roadside*, railway rights-of- 
way, along fence lines and ditches, 
and for relatively small patches of 
perennial weeds. It is, however, 
too expensive for use in controlling 
ceils over large areas. 

Selective Chemicals. If properly 
pplied these chemicals will destroy 
\ rtain broad-leaved annual weeds 
without harming the crop plants. 
Dilute sulphuric acid has been 
used for this purpose for many 
years; but it is now superseded by 
a preparation of sodium dinitro- 
i rcsol, which is effective in control¬ 
ling wild mustard, stinkweed, and 
certain other annuals. 

Translocated Herbicides. These 
ire “growth promoting substances ' 
such as 2,4-D. They not only 
affect the tissues to which they un¬ 
applied, but are taken into the leal 
nd then translocated to the roots 
and other parts of the plant. They 
ire effective against many different 
kinds of annual and perennial 
weeds. Jit i- claimed that ordinnn 
applications do not seriously affect 
cereals and grasses. 

Farmers, grain buyers, and others 
interested in the use of chemicals 
lor controlling weeds should seek 
advice through provincial Depart¬ 
ments of Agriculture and Dominion 
Experimental Stations, or from Line 
Elevators Farm Service. Through

Of Ontario Said To Be Retarded By 
Lack Of Population 

TORONTO.—Development of On¬ 
tario's vast natural resources is re¬ 
tarded only by lack of population, 
provincial agriculture minister Ken¬ 
nedy said at a dinner given by the 
government for the international 
emergency good council committee 
on fertilizers. The committee repre¬ 
sents 11 nations. 

“Our population is only 11 persons 
to the square mile and the land un¬ 
der cultivation amounts to only 25 
per cent, of the province’s area,” 
said Mr. Kennedy.

Was Printed Changed Meaning 

It is strange that Thomas Gray’s 
solemn Elegy Written in a Country 
Churchyard should begin with the 
jingling line: 

The curfew tolls the knell 
of parting day. 

As a matter of fact most of us 
may recall occasions when we or 
others have jingled through it, quite 
satirically. But that important 
opening line of the great elegy would 
not have been incongruously jingled 
through 200 years if an anonymous 
proofreader in 1750 had not missed 
the comma which appeared in Gray’s 
copy and which was nomehow drop¬ 
ped in the process of printing. If 
one re-r ads the line with the com¬ 
ma In its proper place, one sees at 
once the literary injustice inflicted by 
the casual and distant error: 

The curfew tolls, the knell 
of parting day. 

The significant pause banishes the 
jingling metre and restores the im¬ 
pressive solemnity at the poem’s out¬ 
set.- Montreal Gazette.

Industry Is Seriously Hampered By 
Lack Of Farts 

DETROIT.—Full volume passenger j 
car production still is beyond the 
automobile industry's horizon, ac¬ 
cording to most of the authoritative 
surveys. 

The industry, its spokesman as¬ 
sert. is hampered by interruptions to 
its flow of parts, equipment and law 
materials. The car makers attri¬ 
bute these interruptions to strikes in 
supplier plants; representatives of 
the United Automobile Workers 
(CIO) Union charge that manufac¬ 
turers are hoarding certain types of 
supplies against their competitors, 
unbalancing the over-all supply of 
car components. 

Whatever the cause of the produc¬ 
tion lag the industry has turned out 
about 1,500,000 fewer passenger cars 
than It hoped to assemble up to this 
time.
